A N ORDINANCE - 


To Prevent Injury or Damage to Electric 


Light Towers a 
Section 1. Be it ordained, by the'cominou 


council of the city of Kort Wnyne, that it shall 
be unlawful for any person to injure, break, 
damage, hang to or climb upon, any electric 
light tower or pole.
